SUGAR MAKERS 


Death came quietly Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 7th, to a man prominently 
associated With the development of 
Raymond and southern Alberta 
when Oscar Raymond Knight pass¬ 
ed away at the home of his sister-in 
law at Mngrath, Miss Pearl Henin- 
ger. He was seventy five years of 
age and for the last three years foil 
owing a stroke had been in poor 
health. 

Paying tribute to this highly esteem 
ed man over six hundred people 
gathered at the Stake House on 
Monday to pay last respects to the 
man for whom Raymond was named 
Services were under the direction 
of Bishop L.L. Palmer of the Ray¬ 
mond Second Ward. The rostrum 
and beautiful bronz casket were 
banked high with lovely floral tri¬ 
butes and a full choir rendered the 
hymns “O My Father” and “Wo Lay 
Thee Softly Down”. A male quartet 
sang “Homo On The Range” with 
James Harker taking the solo, and 
a baritone solo * Gl ir.g Home” was 
rendered by Joseph McLean. 

Speakers were Elder James H. 
Walker and Elder Melvin T. King. 

Mr. Walker, who had been closely 
associated with Ray Knight for 34 
years paid glowing tribute to tiie 
life of the deceased and said he 
had found him to be a man of fine 
habits, honest and clean living and 
with the true pioneer spirit. He 
spoke of the developments Mr. 
Knight had sponsored, his willing¬ 
ness to seek improvements and his 
many reservoirs for the conserva¬ 
tion of water. 

Mr. King spoke of his love for 

good horsca and cattle and of hU 
lindlelng fold In <3 -id, and 

contribution to this country' and this 
community would live long as a 
monument to one of it3 greatest 
citizens.

He is survived by his wife and the 
following children. Rny in Nevada, 
Miss Uarda in Hurricane Utah, and 
Kenneth of Raymond by the first 
marriage, and Wayne of Los Angles 
Jesse of New York, Charlotte, a 
correspondent with the occupation 
forces in Tokoyo Japan, and Mrs. 
Mary Thompson of Washington. A 
brother, Will, resides at Provo Utah 
and a sister Jennie Mangum also at 
Provo.

O.-car Raymond Knight was born 
in Payson Utah, April 8th, 1872, 
where he attended school and ecquir 
ed his skill and love of farming 
and ranching on his father’s ranch. 

He married Isabelle Smith, .Time 
4, 1894, who passed away after they 
had moved to Canada. 

He moved to Albetra in 1900 where 
he built a fine home and acquired a 
laige ranch in the Raymond district, 
taking the lead in pioneering south¬ 
ern Alberta. 

His second marriage was to Char¬ 
lotte Maude Heninger, member of a 
picnecr family of Magrath. 

Ray Knight held many trophies 
as a rodeo performer and was 
known in western Canada as the 
“Father of the Stampede”. He went 
to New York one year as a judge at 
ti e Madison Square Garden Rod 

Ray Knight owned and lease ■' 
large tracts of land in southern Al- 
bc ta and ranged cattle, sheep and 
horses in the ridge country south of 
R ymond. He operated the Kirkaldy 
Rauch in this district, perhaps the 
be ;t known of his holdings. He was 
w !1 known throughout western Can 
ad \ and the United States for his

CHICAGO YOUTH

CLASSES DOMESTIC 
WORK AS SKILLED 


WASHINGTON.-—Governor Ernest 
Omening of Alaska came for^h as a 
defender of Alaska's militant moose 
even If they do: 

Attack trains. 

Cause derailments. 

Lope along ahead of the engines 
and make a farce of railroad sched¬ 
ules. 

Omening rejected a request by Col. 
John P. Johnson, manager of the 
Alaska Railroad, that moose who 
make pests of themselves be reduced 
to mooseburgers. 

"The delay Is not sufficiently seri- 
( ous to warrant killing these nobit 
| animals whose presence on the rail¬ 
road, while an occasional handicap to 
I speedy transpoitntion, is more than 
la compensating feature as an attrac¬ 
tion to tourists in the summer time,” 
Gruening said in a reproving tele¬ 
gram. 

Johnson, obviously not at all de¬ 
lighted by antics of the wayward 
beasts, complained that on Jan. 10 
alone they caused 14 schedule delays 
and one derailment.

“These people must be classed as 
household workers." she said. "They 
ore ns highly skilled.” 

The stigma attached to household 
workers was one reason there was 
such a shortage of them, she said. 
Before the war they received as little 
as five dollars monthly with room 
and board. Now they are getting 50 
cents an hour and more. 

“Would-be-employers must learn to 
accept their household help on the 
same basis as their business employ¬ 
ees," she said. “We have a substan¬ 
tial waiting list of employers, but un¬ 
less conditions change, the help situ¬ 
ation this summer will be in even 
shorter supply than now."

PREDICTS SUCCESS 
IN CANCER RESEARCH 


PREDICTS CAR 
OUTPUT TO INCREASE 


NEW YORK. — The problem of 
cancer will be whipped within five 
years. Elmer Bobst said in accepting 
the chairmanship of the American 
Cancer Society's drive to raise $12,- 
000.000 for a concentrated attack on 
the disease. 

Bobst is not n medical man, but he 
is a recognized authority on cancer. 
He said he based his opinion that 
cancer would be solved in five years 
on tho knowledge he had gained in 
his years in the pharmaceutical busi¬ 
ness. 

Bobst also disclosed that the so¬ 
ciety already has made research 
grants, totalling about $3,500,000, to 
101 universities and medical schools, 
and that eventually every phase of 
cancer would come under the pro¬ 
gram. 

At least 1.000 topflight scientists 
arc now working in the research 
laboratories and more will join the 
battle as the accelerated program 
moves forward, he said. 

"I believe that within five years 
we will know all about cancer, he 
said. 

Bobst indicated that numerous new 
leads and discoveries had been made 
in the research laboratories and that 
some of these might be made public 
soon. 


TORONTO.—Prospective buyers of 
new cars are going to get a 50 per 
cent, better break in 1947 than they 
received in strike-torn 1946. accord¬ 
ing to W. A. Wecker, president of 
General Motors of Canada Ltd., who 
predicted that tho Canadian auto in¬ 
dustry would produce between 150,- 
000 ami 170.000 cars and trucks this 
year. Last year production totalled 
105.000 units. 

Mr. Wecker spoke at the annual 
dinner held by his company for the 
press at the Royal York Hotel. The 
program was presided over by E. J. 
Umphrey, director of sales for GM. 

“My own prediction is about 160,- 
000 cars and trucks, which will re¬ 
lieve the pressure to some degree." 
the president said. “It will mean that 
the public won’t have to wait so long 
to get their orders filled.” 

Mr. Wecker stressed that these 
production figures were conditional 
on there being no major work stop¬ 
pages. He believed that by mid-sum¬ 
mer of this year, the supply picture 
would bo much improved. In normal 
times if there is less than three days 
supply of any parts on hand, the 
plant is considered to be out of them, 
Mr. Wecker said. Today, the factory 
is running on an hour-to-hour basis 
on the 8.000 individual items that go 
into manufacture of cars and trucks. 
The company had sent its own trucks 
into the United States to speed up 
delivery of critical parts. 

“We are desperately doing every¬ 
thing possible to fill our production 
gaps,” Mr. Wecker told his audience. 
He pointed out that though 1946 was 
a disappointing year in many re¬ 
spects, because of strikes and num¬ 
erous shortages, more cars were 
turned out in that year than in the 
last prewar year of 1939. 

“After the first quarter of 1947, it 
is not too much to expect a gradual 
rise in production volume,” the presi¬ 
dent said.

Confusion Exists In

TORONTO.—Dr. C. G. Rossby, pro¬ 
fessor of meteorology at the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago, told the Royal Can¬ 
adian Institute hero that Russia is 
sending r group of cxpeVts to Can¬ 
ada and the United Stales to confer 
with meteorologists of the two coun¬ 
tries, while a group from the U.S. 
is going to Russia. 

He said that as far as meteorology 
was concerned, Russia co-operated 
“cordially and completely” in the ex¬ 
change of weather information. 

Canada has six weather stations in 
500.000 square miles and should have 
15 more, he said. Despite “certain 
districts of Russia” the fact remain¬ 
ed that Russia sends more weather 
information to Canada than the Do¬ 
minion’s weathermen send to Russia. 

Since weather recognizes no bor¬ 
ders, Dr. Rossby said he hopes that 
some day there will Ik* a world 
weather organization, financed inter¬ 
nationally. 

Meteorologists throughout the 
world, regardless of politics and pol¬ 
icies, are on a “first name” basis and 
are interested only in meteorology, 
he added.

1 
think New Year’s is the 28th or 29th 
of February. Maybe by then I’ll have 
it figured out.” 

But that’s just Wing's opinion? 1 His 
neighbor, Ed. Dea, believes every 
i third Chinese year has 13 months. 
“No extra month.” he said. No won¬ 
der they’re confused.

During 1945 and 1940, 
thousands of tests were made if 
2,4-D on large numbers of weed and 
crop plants in the United States and 
Canada. On the basis of these tests 
the North Central Weed Control 
Conference, held recently at l)t;i 
Moines, Iowa, made certain tenta¬ 
tive recommendations in respect t > 
the use of 2,4-1) in 1947, a brief 
summary of some of which is pu- 
sented here.

OTTAWA Though payments from 
Canada’s unemployment insurance 
fund went over the $50,000,000 mark 
last year, the fund swelled by a net 
$41,000,000, the unemployment insur¬ 
ance commission announced. 

Balance in the fund at the end of 
1940 was $357,222,000. The climb was 
achieved despite the fact that 1946 
disbursements of $51,000,000 were 
more than 3 1 -. times the next-highest 
annual total of $14,500,000 paid out 
in 1945. 

The heavy rise in benefit payments, 
however, resulted in a smaller net 
Increase in the fund than was the 
case in 1945. 

Employer - employee contributions 
amounted to $04,995,000, compared 
with $00,938,000 the year previous. 
Regular government contributions 
moved up from $12,417,000 to $14,- 
187,000. 

In addition, two special contribu¬ 
tions by the federal government ag¬ 
gregated $5,490,000. One, for $5,007,- 
000, was to cover time spent in the 
armed forces allowed to veterans free 
of charge under unemployment in¬ 
surance after becoming established 
for 90 days in insurable civilian em¬ 
ployment. The other, $873,000, was 
i to provide credits for wartime merch¬ 
ant seamen to qualify for free time 
under the insurance act. 

Interest and profits on investments 
brought the fund $7,207,000 last year, 
compared with $5,874,000 in 1945.

Dominion To 
Broaden Rules 
Of Immigration 

OTTAWA.—A broadening of the 
Canadian immigration regulations to 
permit tje entry into the Dominion 
of four new classes of immigrants 
was announced to the commons by 
Resources Minister Qlen, the minister 
responsible lor immigration. 

He rose during the throne speech 
debate to disclose the passage Jan. 

.10 of an oider-in-council allowing 
entry of these new classes: 

1. The widowed daughter or sister 
(with or without unmarried children 
under 18 years of age) of a legal 
resident of Canada who is in a posi¬ 
tion to receive and care for such 
relatives. 

2. An agriculturist entering 
ndn to farm when destined to 
ther, father-in-law. son, son-in-law, 
brother, brother-in-law, uncle or 
nephew engaged in agriculture as his 
principal occupation who is in a posi¬ 
tion to receive such immigrant and 
establish him on a farm. 

3. A farm laborer entering Canada 
to engage in assured farm employ¬ 
ment. 

*1. A person experienced in mining, 
lumbering or logging entering Can¬ 
ada to engage in assured employ¬ 
ment in any one of such industries. 

Mr. Glen also announced amend¬ 
ment to the regulations to allow the 
admission of orphaned nephews and 
nieces under 18 years of age who are 
related to Canadians. Previously, 
only orphaned nephews and nieces 
under 16 were admissible.

LONDON—Gen. Mark W. Clark. 
American delegate to the conference 
of Big Four foreign ministerial depu¬ 
ties, opened a determined campaign 
to save thousands of refugees from 
Russian and Soviet-satellite countries 
from prosecution as “war criminals” ! 
for their political views. 

Clark introduced at a meeting ol j 
the deputies a proposal that the Aus¬ 
trian independence treaty contain a 
clause to prevent the refugees in 
question, now in camps in Austria, 
from being taken by force to their 
countries of origin. Once deported, 
they would face trial and prison 
terms at best. 

It was understood here that Clark, 
if necessary, was even prepared to 
act in his capacity as American 
commander in chief in Austria, to re¬ 
move the refugees to camps in the 
American zone in Germany.
